Morrissey and Capt. Thomas © er, 
the other owners of the boat, will re- 
ceive the same amount of dividends, 

As the city furnishes the crew and 
kecps the boat in repair all that its own- 
ers have to do is to sit back and wait 
for the anise ta flow into the treas- 
ury. 

| Text of Proposal. 

The proposal which the city accepted 
was dated. June 5, 1907, and is as fol- 
lows: RES 
“Hon. As J. O'Reilly, ‘President of the 

Board. of. Public Improvements: 

Sir: ' The Saturn Towing Co., owners 
of the first-class steamboat Saturn, will 
leasé same to the city of St. Louis for 
$18 per dav—the city of St. Louis‘to fur- 
nish boat crew and fuel. The owners 
to place and carry all insurance the said 
owners may wish to carry. The con- 
tract or lease for gaid rental of said 
boat may be terminated. by the city 
of St. Louis at any time upon first serv-

King’s Soldiers Have So Far 
Succeeded in Holding 
Mobs in Check. 





PARIS, Nov. 25.—The revolution that 
has been threatened in Portugal seems 
to have started. Fighting is in progress 
iin the streets of Lisbon and it is report- 
that there has been greai loss of 

The King is said to be virtually a 
prisoner in his palace, but he is sur- 
rvunded by troops believed to be loyal, 
and it is not thought that he is in any 
personal danger. 

Only fragmentary dispatches are re- 
ceived from Lisbon, the censorship be- 
ing strictly enforced. But the absence 
of news, coupled with brief messages 
that have been received from points 
rear Lisbon, leads to the belief that 
King Carlos’ throne is tottering. 

Premier Franco—‘‘administrative dic- 
tator,’’ as he calls himself—is pressing 
King Carlos to declare martial law, and 
it is believed he must yield within a few 
hours.

Soldiers Are Loyal. 
Though the army is geuerally disaf- 


fected, Franco has exercised such skill 
in picking the regiment for service in 
Lisbon that the soldiers about the 
Kiug’s person are believed to be relia- 
ble. They have so far held the rioters 
in check. 

The trials were begun today of several 
hundred men—many of them prominent 
politicians and several of noble blood— 
arrested on charges of conspiracy 
against the Government. 

A decree provides for the arraignment 
of the accused before-special tribunals 
without juries. It is expected many of 
the prisoners will be shot. 


Trouble Began Months Ago. 

The present trouble in Portugal Is a 
continuation of the trouble which began 
last June. Immediately after the disso- 
lution of Parliament in May, Prime 
Minister Franco. established a govern- 
ment by decree, the King sanctioning 
the measure. This proved to be ex- 
tremely unpopular and the populace be- 
gan to openly show hatred of the King 
and the royal family. 

Since then King Carlos has seldom 
appeared in public, in order to avoid 
an uprising, but he has made frequent 
visits to military posts and has made 
concessions to the troops in gn effort 
to insure the loyalty of the army if 
trouble should occur. 

The middle of June Prime Minister 
Franco went to Oporto to speak in de- 
fense of his policy. He was howled 
down and was not allowed to speak. 

On his return at night to Madrid a 
mob surrounded the railway station. 
The cavalry charged the mob and sa- 
bers and rifles were freely used. Scores 
were killed afid wounded. The crowd 
returned the fire and one young soldier 
was killed. 

The fighting continued for some time 
barricades being thrown up in the 
stréets. Sticks and stones were used as 
missiles, women carrying stones in their 
aprons, to be used by the men. ‘The 
rioting that started at that time contin- 
ued for several days. 
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Queen of Portugal 
Visits Engiish King 

LONDON, Nov. %.-—The _ visit of 
Queen Amalie of Portugal at this time 
is said to be @xtremely embarrassing to 
King Edward. She is believed to have 
been entrusted with the delicate mis- 
sion of emywting King Edward's aid in 
maintaining King. Carlos on his throne. 
King Edward, of course, must officiai- 
ly recognize only ,the existing Govern- 
ment, but he is known ( to be quite 
friendly with Dom Miguel, Duke of 
Braganza, the pretender. 

The Queen has brought the news that 
a delegation of Legitimatists recently 
called on Dom Miguel and asked him to 
be ready to ascend the throne at any 
time. 

This story, in connection with the 
visit of Queen Amalie without her roye 
consort, is taken to mean here that the 
situation in Portugal is serious and that 
the end of the present dynasty is immi- 
nent. 

The news from Madrid to the effect 
that Crown Prince Luiz Philippe had 
been banished from Lisbon to the royal 
residence at Villa Vicosa has not been 
officially confirmed, but it is believed 
to be true. The banishment is said to 
have followed the Crown Prince’s rem- 
onstrances against the contro] of Div- 
tator Franco. 

Crown Prince Forsaw Danger. 

The Crown Prince declared that Por- 
tugal was being turned into a hotbed 
of anarchists and “that the safety of 
the throne is menaced. The Prince has 
friends who would be glad to see King 
Carlos abdicate in his favor and it is 
believed that this step would stop, for 
a time at least, the growing Republican 
sentiment in Portugal.

District Attorney Brown was profound- 
ly impressed with the reports which 
were made to him yesterday by Chief 
Vollmer and Assistant Attorney Cary 
upon their return from Sutter Creek. 

“Blanche Kerfoot, knows enough of 
the circumstapces attending the death of 
Bellows to send Harry Kleinschmidt to 
the gallows,”’ said Brown. ‘‘More than 
that, this slip of a girl was herself the 
victim of attacks by Kleinschmidt, 
which of itself is a crime. Blanche Ker- 
foot is our principal witness we shall 
put against Harry Kleinschmidt, when 
he is tried for the killing of his friend.”’ 

Harry Kleinschmidt was arrested on 
Friday last, on suspicion of being con- 
nected with the death of Frank Bellows, 
a friend of his, who was found dead in 
Lynwood Park, near Claremont, on July 
27. Both men are said to have been en- 
gaged to Miss Kerfoot, who finally dis- 
missed Kleinschmidt. having promised to 
marry his rival. 

In her statement to the police she now 
avers that Kleinschmidt attacked and 
tried to poison her. The case will come 
up before the: grand jury on Friday 
next.

POSTOFFICE INSPECTOR 1S 
STRICKEN WITH APOPLEXY 


Col. W. T. Sullivan Was Worn Out 
by Strain of the Long 


Lewis Trial. 

Col. William T. Sullivan, the United 
States Postoffice Inspector who was 
most active in obtaining evidence 
against FE. G. Lewis, promoter of the 
People’s United States Bank, suffered a 
stroke’ of paralysis 24 hours after a 
Federal jury had been dismissed be- 
cause it had failed to agree on a ver- 
dict in the Lewis case. 

Col. Sullivan complained during the 
Lewis trial that the strain was telling 
on him and just before leaving his of- 
fice for his home at 4 p. m. Saturday 
he said to Chief Inspector Fulton that 
he was “all knocked out.” 

For months before the trial and dur- 
ing the hearing of the case he was in- 
trusted with the task of keeping the 
evidence and the documents in shape to 
be produced when they were called for. 
He was talking to his tamily in the 
dining room of his home at 5620 Etzel 
avenue Saturday night when he was 
stricken. 

Col. Sullivan is 63 years old. He en- 
listed in the Union Army when he was 
lf years ole and served throughout the 
Civil War. Six years ago he was partly 
paralyzed, but recovered. For many 
years he was editor of a newspaper at 
Gallatin, Mo.

French and Spanish Troops Drive 
Mulai Fram’ Mazagan—Anarchy 
Prevails in Interior. 
TANGIER, Nov, 26.—Sultan Abdel 
Aziz’s forces are hunting Mulai Ha- 
fid, the Moorish pretender, and his 
followers to death in the interior of 

Southern Morocco. 

Mulai, so powerful a few weeks ago 
that he had practically controlled the 
southern half of the country and was 
generally known as the “Sultan of 
the South, has been reduced to des- 
perate straits by a series of disas- 
trous defeats. 

His troubles began with the recap- 
ture by the Sultan’s men of the im- 
portant coast city of Mogador, which 
Mulai had previously wrested from 
the Sultan after two battles, in which 
both sides lost heavily. The loyal- 
ists followed up this advantage by 
administering two more crushing de- 
feats to the pretender'’s army in the 
interior. 

Now a force of 10,000 French and 
Spanish troops, dispatched to Maz- 
agan, have driven him from that 
stronghold, costing him many men 
and an important strategical posi- 
tion. 

If Mulai is recaptured by the Sul- 
tan’s forces the Europeans will be 
spared the trouble of disposing of 





Meantime, a condition of cemplete 
anarchy prevails in the southern in- 
terior. Many of the towns have been 
completely wiped out by bands of out- 


laws. 
It is believed all Europeans have 


escaped to the coast. There are con- 
stant reports of mutinies in the army 
and navy, but thus far none have 
been verified.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—In a lengthy 


editorial, headed ‘“‘Wanted—A_ States- 
man,’’ the World asks if Mr. Cortelyou’s 


appointment as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, “‘was not one of the most stupen- 
Gous blunders the President has yet 
made.”’ It reviews the brilliant career 
of each Secretary of the Treasury since 
the Government was founded, pointing 
out the wide experience in big affairs 
each had@ before being called into the 
Cabinet, and adds: 

“Representative Charles N. Fowler of 
New Jersey, chairman of the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency, 
describés Secretary Cortelycu’s new bond 
issues as ‘surprising, extraordinary, un- 
warranted and most unfortunate.’ So 
far as the $100,000,000 of Treasury cer- 
tificates is concerned, Mr. Fowler be- 
lieves the issue is illegal. 

“This opinion from the recognized 
financial authority of the House of Rep- 
resentatives can only increase public 
perplexity as to why Mr. Cortelyou is 
where he is. In its immediate effect 
upon the public welfare the cffice of 
Secretary of the Treasury is the most 
important in the Cabinet. In a financial 
crisis its importance towers above that 
of all the other Cabinet positions com- 
bined.

WAY TO PANAMA AND CUBA 
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Lucille Burt, Named for Daughter of Cattleman, 
is Palatially Equipped, and, Besides Owner 
and Family, is Carrying Several Women

The Lucille Burt, palatial sea-going 
yacht, which cost $37,000, is lying at 
the foot of Washington avenue. She 
will remain there until Wednesday 
and then continue her cruise to the 
Gulf of Mexico, Panama and Cuba. 
George W. Burt, wealthy stockman of 
Miles City, Mont., and a party of 14 
are on the craft. Their cruise is to 
last until April. 

“The construction of the Lucille 
Burt, which is named for the 13-year- 
old daughter of the owner, was be- 
gun last year at Muskegan, Mich. It 
was completed at Lasaile, Ill. The 


party boarded it there two weeks ago 
and have come leisurely to St. Louis. 

The boat is 102 feet long and 15 
feet beam and draws six feet. It has 
a steel hull and a 200-horsepower 
triple expansion engine, which is 
capable of driving it 15 miles an hour. 
The Lucille trails a 10-horsepower 
motor boat for emergencies and there

also a skiff on board.

In spite of the financial dislocation which has 
caused many people inconvenience and some of 
them alarm, there are facts aside from the 
fundamental soundness of things which ought to 
be reassuring. 

Within 24 hours two notable callers at the 
White House were J. Pierpont Morgan and Will- 
iam J. Bryan. Mr. Morgan came in the dark of 
the moon: Mr. Bryan, as may readily be sup- 
posed, in broad daylight. 

When three men so closely related to our 
financial and political situation happen to 
meet on common ground, if not exactly face to 
face, and immediately thereafter express them- 
selves as well pleased with the prospect, it must 
be that the worst is over. 

Furthermore, there is evidence that progress is 
being made in important directions toward a bet- 
ter understanding of the responsibilities of lead- 
ership in the administrative, the political and the 
financial world. 

[It is not very long ago that a midnight confer- 
ence between the President and Mr. Morgan 
would have been impossible, and there have been 
times within recent years when nothing that an 
administration at Washington could do relative 
to the finances could be expected to find favor 
with Mr. Bryan. 

In congratulating Messrs. Roosevelt, Morgan 
and Bryan upon their moderation at this time, 
we need not indorse all that they have said and 
done in the past, or commit ourselves to such 
policies as they may espouse in the future, but 
we may felicitate them and the people generally 
on the fact that for once partyism, self-interest, 
personal ambition and demagogy are not para- 
mount. 

The financial, commercial and industrial con- 
ditions in this country are inherently sound, and 
these men know it. When they can co-operate to 
allay alarm and to restore popular confidence, 
without reproaches as to the past and with no 
purpose to seek personal or political advantage, 
the American people have abundant cause for 
thanksgiving. 

Much credit has been bestowed upon Mr. Mor- 
gan for his prodigious-achievements in the finan- 
cial world.

But the avidity of Iowa’s 
Governor to suppress Kid McFarland and Kid 
Hermann at Davenport the other night led him 
to vary the usual program and, of his own motion 
and without a by-your-leave to the Sheriff, send 
a company of militia direct to the ringside, where 
however, they were joined by a large force of 
sheriffs and police officers. 

With this powerful array of law and order 
crowded about the ring there was absolutely no 
chance for a “prizefight’’ in violation of the 
statutes. But the announcer, who seems to have 
been something of a technical lawver as well, 
cheerfully declared the “prizefight’” off and an- 
nounced that the principals would merely engage 
in a “boxing contest.” 

Satisfied with this substitution, the militia re- 
signed themselves to the best seats and there- 
upon witnessed what the fraternity in Iowa unite 
in pronouncing one of the most earnest and 
warmly interesting boxing contests ever pulled off 
in that neck of the woods. 

Now the Governor has instructed the Adjutant- 
General to order the arrest of the captain of 
militia, who will be court-martialed. But human 
sympathy somehow seems to be with the captain 
and his brave company. They have demonstrated 
the possession of those good red corpuscles which 
are thought to be useful in time of war. 

What would a company of rough riders, for 
example, have done but sit down and tolerate a 
boxing match? And who wants a militia made up 
of mollycoddles’”

BANK REFORM. 


From the New York World (Today). 

~hree short, simple changes in the 
State and the National Banking Laws 
would segregate the evils of Wall street 
gambling and prevent the recurrence of 
a general panic as the result of exces- 
Sive stock speculation. 
- First, require every bank to keep its 
reserves in the form of legal-tender 
money in its own vaults instead of as 
bank credits in Wall street. This would 
retain in the banks. of the maufacturing 
and agricultural sections of the country 
the real money necessary for wages and 
moving the crops. 

Second, prohibit the payment of inter- 
est on demand deposits. A demand de- 
posit is the corelation to a call loan, 
which is a Wall street gambling device. 
Comercial banks do not pay interest on 
demand deposits. Wall street banks do. 
By prohibiting any ‘bank from paying 
any interest except on time deposits, 
the Wall street banks will be made 
unable to divert accounts which prop- 
erly belong in commercial banks, 

Third, divide all checks accounts into 
two classes, commercial and finance— 
that is, banks of discount and deposit and 
banks which loan on promotions; syndi- 
cate allotments, Stock Exchange col- 
lateral and the like.

Under this plan Wall street gambling 
would be restricted to Wall street gam- 
blers. Segregation is a teratment which 
has been found effective in many cities 
for minimizing the evils of certain other 
formns of vice, and which all boards of 
health apply to contagious disease. t'n- 
der the present system a panic is a con- 
tagious mental disease.

Opinion of a Prominent Bacteri- 
ologist Given at a Recent Lec- 
ture at Harvard College. 


Prof. H. C. Ernst in a recent lecture 
before Harvard Medical school dis- 
cussed this theory at length. He claims 
that consumption is not an inhefited 
disease, and that the children of pa- 
rents who have had tuberculosis are as 
likely to grow up strong and healthy 
as children of parents who have not.

° States “Dry” Long Time. 

* Prohibition has been in force in Maine 
‘more than half a century and in Kan- 
®as 2% years. North Dakota came into 
the Union as a prohibition State. 

* The only states and territories in 
which local option laws have not been 
obtained as yet are: Pennsylvania, 
Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, New Mexico sand Arizona. 

~ The Missouri “State-wide prohibition 
*#ampaign’ will be inaugurated not later 
than 1910 and possibly sooner. It will 
@epend on conditions, say the leaders 
of the Missouri Anti-Saloon League. 

* The Missouri Anti-Saloon League is a 
Youngster, just five years old. When it 
began its career there were four dry 
counties in this State. Now there are 
62 out of a total of 114, and the League 
has drawn up its plans for battles in 
‘ Many more cities and towns.

Anti-Saloon League Active, 

The local option law is the skirmish 
fine of the prohibition fight. The Anti- 
Saloon League is organized in every 
State and Territory of the Union, and is 
fighting all along that lively skirmish 
line. It has more than 500 men who de- 
vote their entire time to the work of 
the League. In Missouri alone 17 men, 
on salaries, are busy for the State 
League, and the number will be 2) by 
Jan. 1. 

The Anti-Saloon League handles the 
problem piecemeal. It nibbles and nib- 
bles at a single county until that county 
“goes dry’’ under local option. It ar- 
gues and pleads with the citizens of a 
single large town until that town ousts 
the saloons. 

It is no part of the League's strategy 
to overwhelm a State at once. The folly 
of that course is too patent. But, little 
by little, town by town, county by coun- 
ty, the skirmishers advance. By and 
by, it is found that a great majority of 
the State subdfvisions—cities and coun- 
ties—are ‘‘dry.’’ The advance guard of 
the prohibition forces is strongly en- 
trenched. Then the whole force is 
brought forward for a charge. The 
hands play, the flags fiy, the battle cry 
gces up, and when the smoke of the 
battle clears away a State has been 
won. 

That was the successful plan of cam- 
paign in Georgia; where State prohibi- 
tion goes into effect the first of thg year; 
it was the plan in Alabama, and in 
Oklahoma, where prohibition is guaran- 
teed in the State Constitution. 

The election in Jackson County oc- 
curred yesterday. Previous to that the 
League had been successful at every 
int named and expected success in 
ackson County. The counties and 
cities are named in the chronological 
order of their elections. In every place 
named before Jackson County the élec- 
tion has become history. 

The fight elsewhere in the South has 
been remarkable. There are 243 coun- 
ties in Texas. Of these, 145 are dry, 51 
partly dry and 47 wet. in Arkansas 
there are 75 counties, of which 68 are 
dry. In Louisiana there are 59 parishes 
(corresponding to the counties or other 
states) and 25 are dry. In Mississippi 
there are 76 counties, and 69 are dry. 
Of Florida’s 47 counties, 34 are dry. In 
Tennessee liquor is sold in only four 
cities and towns, namely: Memphis, 
La Folette (a suburb of Memphis), 
Chattanooga and Nashville. The re- 
mainder of the State is dry. 
In’ South Carolina there are 41 coun- 
ties, and 17 are dry. In North Carolina 
there are 97 counties, of which 62 are 
dry. In Kentucky ‘02 of the 119 coup- 
ties are dry. In Virginia there are 100 
ict ig ge of which 46 are entirely dry 
nd 26 dry outside the cities. In West 
Virginia 88 of the 55 counties are dry. 
Delaware Almost Dry. 
Delaware is divided into three coun- 
ties. Two of them recently have been 
won by the prohibition forces. The first 
elections under the new local option law 
of Illinois occurred within the past few 
weeks.

ALTON PASTOR ASSAILS 
ALL PROHIBITIONISTS FOR 
INTEMPERATE STATEMENTS 


Rev. A. A. Tanner of the Alton Con- 
gregational Church, Sunday assailed 
the prohibitionists of ~the country for 
intemperance in their statements and 
in their agitation of the liquor ques- 
tion He criticised temperance leaders 
for extravagant and often untrue state- 
ments about the situation. 

Rev. Mr. Tanner predicted that with- 
in a few years the saloon, in its present 
form, will be eliminated. But he said 
that the evil which is caused by the 
liquor traffic will not be eliminated 
with it. He thought the prime cause of 
the crime attributed to liquor is a lack 
of restraint and will power in the young 
men. 

The pastor urged that the saloon 
keeper be treated in a spirit of bro- 
therly love. 

‘‘He is earning his living the same 
as you and I are,” said the Rev. Mr. 
Tanner. sie ought not to be regarded 
as the personification of evil. We are 
all after the ‘green,’ and very few of 
Us are overly careful whether our busi- 
ness benefits or injures humanity. He 
cannot be condemned for his opposition 
to the temperance movement. The 
mail-order man is opposing the intro- 
duction of the ‘parcels post’—not bhe- 
cause he does not think it will be a 
blessing, but because it will hurt his 
business. The bankers of the country 
will oppose the institution of the postal 
savings bank—not because they do not 
recognize it as a benefit to society, 
but because it will hurt their busi- 
ness. The saloon keeper is not defend- 
ing his business because he thinks it is 
harmless, but because [{t is his means 
of livelihood 

“The saloon will and ought to be 
eradicated, but when it is eradicated 
there will be a demand which the sa- 
loon now supplies for comradeship

Developments at Washington 
Lead Public Men to Take 
That View. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—J. P. Mor- 
gan’s \visit to Washington is growing 
in importance in the minds of public 
men here. Mr. Morgan and George P. 
Baker spent 24 hours at the Capita) in 
conference with the President, Secretary 
Cortelyou and Comptroller Ridgely, and 
in talks with Senator Elkins, Post- 
master-General Meyer and other public 
men. Today the question is asked: 
“What serious business made Mr. Mor- 
gan’s presence pecessary in Washington 
for 24 hours?’ 

The answer invariably goes back to 
the certificates of indebtedness. The 
President specifically said that the pur- 
pose of issuing them was to draw out 
the money hoarded by the people. Last 
Monday and Tuesday the Treasury of- 
ficials would not say whether or not 
these certificates could be used as a 
besis for additional] national bank circu- 
lation. The expectation of the adminis- 
tration was that the people would rush 
in and take the issue. But reports have 
come-to Washington that national banks 
of New York did not approve of a popu- 
lar distribution of certificates. If they 
could get practically the whole issue 
they were willing to take it as a basis 
for additional circulation. 


Knows of No Syndicate. 

Now Washington is wondering if Mr. 
Morgan’s visit will prove to have been 
to gather in the certificates for New 
York banks, to be disposed of by them 
at a profit or to be used as basis for 
new bank notes. Mr. Cortelyou says 
that he has no knowledge of any syndi- 
cate. He says he has about $30,000,000 
subscriptions from New York, but that 
they come from individual banks. 

It is known that the formation of a 
syndicate was begun in New York, but 
the plan was abandoned, either on the 
advice of financiers there or on a hint 
from Washington. That banks will get 
practically all the issue, however, is 
shown by the Secretary’s statement 
that he will sell no certificates to in- 
dividuals, unless they can prove to him 
that they are taking the»money from 
private boards instead of banks to pay 
for them. This bars the individual, as 
proof of this sort would require time and 
work in investigation. 

Practically no bids for the Panama 
bonds have been ~-ceived. The Treas- 
ury explains this by the statement that 
the bonds are not to be opened until 
Nov. 3., and that big bidders come in 
at the last moment. It is pointed out. 
however, that the Panama bonds carry 
but 2 per cent, as against 3 per cent 
for the certificates. Further, notes is- 
sued on the bonds can be retired only 
at the rate of 9,000,000 a month for the 
entire United States, while, as the cer- 
tificates run but ore year, the issue of 
bank notes based on them could be re- 
tired at the end of a year.
